With 
liberal  instincts,  he  never  could  be  brought 
to  endorse  the  force  bills  of  the  Grant  period, 
ai  d  so  the ’Stalwarts  fell  out  with  him. 
T aeir  opposition  twice  has  prevented  his  be 
ing  President.  Just  now  the  old  dispute 
over  his  honesty  has  been  revived;  it  was 
a  mistake  to  bring  it, up.  Just  enough  can 
b$  shown  to  give  his  transactions  a  shadowy 
suspicion.  Although  nd  follower  of  Blaine's, 
I  do  not  believe  that  he  was  ever  deliber¬ 
ately  dishonest.  His  perceptions  of  exact 
propriety  may  not  be  over  fin^, 'but  that  any 
rrioney  transaction  ever  influenced  his  vote 
is  not  probable.  He  wanted  to  be  rich,  and 
h  s  friends  constantly  gave  him  ideas  how 
t<)  buy  securities.  Rich  men  in  Maine,  like 
ek-Goveraor  Coburn,  loaned  him  what  he 
needed,  and  some  fortunate  speculations 
fallowed.  He  has  a  knack  of  accretion,  and 
tke  days  after  the  war  were  palmy  ones. 
And  yet  his  wealth  is  much  less  than  many 
suppose.  He  is  not  worth  a  third  of  a  mil¬ 
lion  to-day.  But  the  suspicion  is  abroad, 
and  it  will  never  be  erased.  Blaine  is  too 
much  of  a  power  not  to  be  of  use  to  the 
^country.  If  only  his  brilliancy  had  not  been 
sb  glittering  and  his  desire  for  dramatic 
action  so  great,  he  might  have  been  a  great 
foreign  secretary  or  President.  He  prob- 
aply  >yill  be  neither;  but  it  is  not  fair 
nlor  hohest  to  accuse  him  of  dishonesty. 
A  little  ntore  Puritan,  avoiding  even  the  ap 
plearance  ot  evil,  in  him  would  have  made 
9  most  successful  public  man  of  the  day. 
Vastly  different  is  tho  calm  style  of  Sena¬ 
tor  Edmunds’  life.  He  looks  older  than  he 
in.  The  bent  figure,  white  hair  and  beard, 
ii  nd  solemn  voice  ,  betoken  a  man  of  age. 
Hut  he  is  young,  ranking  with  Messrs-  Frye, 
Hoar  and  Hawley,  ^r.  Edmunds  is  never 
off  his  guard.  lie  wafe  never  known  to  do 
foolish  thing.  So  self-possessed  is  lie 
t  iat  it  would  be  a  Mjief  to  see  him  once 
i  lake  a  little  mistake  pnd  so  have  a  chance 
t  j  correct  himself.
